WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the City Cyuncil
tentative maps or plens showing the propesed construction of ite ges maing
in the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans
have been considered by the City Council; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCYL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Texas Public Service Company be, and the same is heysby, permitted
to lay and construct its ges mains in and upon the followlng streetis:

(1) A gas main in SALINA STHEET from a point 659 feet south
of Rosewood Avenue southerly 32 feet, the centerline of
vhich gas maln shall be 6-1/2 feet west of, and parallel
%o, the east property line of ssid Salina Street,

Sald gas main described above shall have a covering of
not less then 2.1/2 feet,

(2) A gas mailn in WASHINGTON AVENUE from a point 110 feet
west of Cpicon Street westerly 94 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 23 feet south of, and parallel
to, the north property line of Washingten Ayenus.

' Said gas main described above shall have a covering of
not legs than 2.1/2 feet,

(3) A gas main in WEST LIVE OAK STREET from a point 195 feet
east of South 5th Street westerly 31 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 13-1/2 Teet north of, and par-
allel to, the gouth property line of said West Live Cak
Strest,
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Sald gas maln described above shall have a covering of
not less than 2.1/2 feet,

(4) A gas main in BRACKENRIDGE STREET from & point 68 feet north
of Bagt Monroe Street northerly 145 feet, the centerline of
which ges main shall be 19 feet west of, and parallel te,
the east preperty line of seld Brackenridge Streets

Said gas main described sbove shall have a covering of
not less than 2.1/2 feet,

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Aystin does not guarantee that the gpace assigned sbove ig clear
from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we
have at hend, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference
to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points. When
the Texas Public Service Company requires definlte information upon the
ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of
their assignments, they shall epply to the City Engineering Department not
less than three (3) days before such information is required. The Texas
Public Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be required
to bear the expense of repalrs or replacement of any underground utility
damaged during the construction of lines named in thig resoclution ,

AND THAT vhenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug,water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the dltches,

THAT the work and laying of sald gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said
nmaing have been 1ald, shall be under the supervision and direction of the
City Menager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchige granted to sald Company by the City of Austin,

- to be used according to the terms and provisions of sald lease,

SECTICN 2, The City Manager, or in his absence the Acting City Manager,
1s further authorized to exercise at the appropriate time the option of the

City of Austin to renew said contract frem year to year.
